AN ACT Rel ating to strengthening requirenents governi ng cosmnet ol ogy
prof essions; anending RCW 18.16.100 and 18.16.180; reenacting and
amendi ng RCW 18. 16. 175; addi ng new sections to chapter 18.16 RCW and
repeal i ng RCW 18. 16. 210.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW18.16.100 and 2003 ¢ 400 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Upon conpletion of an application approved by the departnent
and paynment of the proper fee, the director shall issue the appropriate
license to any person who:

(a) Is at | east seventeen years of age or ol der;

(b)(i) Has conpleted and graduated from a school |icensed under
this chapter in a curriculum approved by the director of sixteen
hundred hours of training in cosnetology, one thousand hours of
training in barbering, six hundred hours of training in manicuring, Six
hundred hours of training in esthetics, and/or five hundred hours of
training as an instructor-trainee, or has net the requirenments in RCW
18. 16. 020 or 18.16.130; or
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(i1) Has successfully conpleted a state-approved apprenticeship
trai ning progran and

(c) Has received a passing grade on the appropriate |icensing
exam nation approved or adm nistered by the director.

(2) Any license issued to a person by the departnent under this
section nmust contain a permanent photograph of the licensee affixed to
the license by the departnent.

(3) A person currently licensed under this chapter may qualify for
exam nation and licensure, after the required examnation is passed, in
anot her category if he or she has conpleted the crossover training
cour se.

((3))) (4) Upon conpletion of an application approved by the
departnent, certification of insurance, and paynent of the proper fee,
the director shall issue a location license to the applicant.

((64)Y)) (5) The director may consult with the state board of health
and the departnent of [abor and industries in establishing training,
apprenticeshi p, and exam nation requirenents.

Sec. 2. RCW18.16.175 and 2002 ¢ 111 s 11 and 2002 c 86 s 216 are
each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) A salon/shop or nobile unit shall neet the follow ng m ninmm
requi renents:

(a) Maintain an outside entrance separate fromany roons used for
sl eeping or residential purposes;

(b) Provide and maintain for the use of its custoners adequate
toilet facilities located wthin or adjacent to the salon/shop or
nmobi | e unit;

(c) Any roomused wholly or in part as a sal on/shop or nobile unit
shall not be wused for residential purposes, except that toilet
facilities nmay be used jointly for residential and business purposes;

(d) Meet the zoning requirenents of the county, city, or town, as
appropri ate;

(e) Provide for safe storage and | abeling of chemcals used in the
practices under this chapter;

(f) Meet all applicable Iocal and state fire codes; and

(g) Certify that the salon/shop or nobile unit is covered by a
public liability insurance policy in an anmount not |ess than one
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hundred thousand dollars for conbined bodily injury and property danmage
[iability.

(2) By January 1, 2008, the departnment nust adopt by rule safety
and sanitation procedures and requirenents for all salons/shops,
personal services, or nobile units, including specific procedures and
requirenents for all salons/shops, personal services, or nobile units
that provide mani cure and pedi cure services.

(3) The director may by rule determ ne other requirenents that are
necessary for safety and sanitation of sal ons/shops, personal services,
or nobile units. The director may consult with the state board of
health and the departnment of I|abor and industries in establishing
m ni mum sal on/shop, personal services, and nobile wunit safety
requirenents.

((3))) (4) Personal services license holders shall «certify
coverage of a public liability insurance policy in an anmount not | ess
than one hundred thousand dollars for conbined bodily injury and
property damage liability.

(({4) Upon receipt of a witten conplaint that a salon/shop or
wobil e unit has violated any provisions of this chapter, chapter 18.235

(5) A salon/shop, personal services, or nobile unit shall obtain a
certificate of registration fromthe departnent of revenue.

(6) This section does not prohibit the use of notor hones as nobile
units if the notor honme neets the health and safety standards of this
section.

(7) Salon/shop or nobile unit licenses issued by the departnment
must be posted in the salon/shop or nobile unit's reception area.
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(8) Cosnetology, barbering, esthetics, and manicuring |icenses
i ssued by the departnment nust be posted at the |icensed person's work
station.

Sec. 3. RCW18.16.180 and 1991 c 324 s 16 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The director shall prepare and provide to all licensed
sal ons/ shops a notice to consuners. At a mininmum the notice shal
state that cosnetol ogy, barber, esthetics, and mani cure sal ons/shops
are required to be licensed, that sal ons/shops are required to maintain
m nimum safety and sanitation standards, that custoner conplaints
regarding salons/shops nay be reported to the departnent, and a
t el ephone nunber and address where conpl aints may be nade.

(2) The director shall prepare and provide to all licensed
sal ons/ shops conducti ng nmani curing or pedicuring a notice to consuners
about the use of artificial nails. At a mninmum the notice shall
state risks associated with artificial nails. "Artificial nails"
includes but is not limted to silk, linen, fiberglass, acrylic, qgel,
powder, tip extensions, and scul pting.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 18.16 RCW
to read as foll ows:
(1) The director may enter any salon/shop or nobile unit during

busi ness hours for the purpose of inspection. The director may
contract with health authorities of |ocal governnments to conduct the
i nspections under this subsection. I nspections of each licensed

sal on/shop or nobile unit shall occur at |east once every two years.

(2) Upon receipt of a witten conplaint that a sal on/shop or nobile
unit has violated any provisions of this chapter, chapter 18.235 RCW
or the rules adopted under either chapter, the director or the
director's designee shall inspect each sal on/shop or nobile unit.

(3) In addition to inspections conducted under subsections (1) and
(2) of this section, the director shall conduct additional inspections
based on a schedule of risk-based inspections using the follow ng
criteria:

(a) The type and nature of the sal on/shop or nobile unit;

(b) The history of prior safety or sanitation violations at the
sal on/ shop or nobile unit;
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(c) The inspection history of the sal on/shop or nobile unit;

(d) The history of conplaints involving the salon/shop or nobile
uni t; and

(e) Any other factor determ ned by the director by rule.

(4) The salon/shop or nobile unit shall pay a fee for each
i nspection perfornmed under subsection (3) of this section. The
director shall set the anmount of the fee by rule.

(5) If the director determ nes that any sal on/shop or nobile unit
is not in conpliance with this chapter, the director my assess
appl i cabl e penalties under this chapter and under chapter 18.235 RCW
The director shall provide witten notice to the sal on/shop or nobile
unit describing the nature of the violation, the penalty to be
assessed, and whether the salon/shop or nobile unit has an opportunity
to correct the violation. A salon/shop or nobile unit which fails to
correct a violation to the satisfaction of the director wiwthin thirty
days shall, upon due notice, be subject to the penalties inposed by the
di rector under RCW 18.235.110. Correction of a violation only applies
to a salon/shop or nobile unit's first violation in any three-year
period of any single provision of this chapter, chapter 18.235 RCW or
the rul es adopted under either chapter.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 18.16 RCW
to read as foll ows:

If the director finds that any sal on/shop or nobile unit has hired
or enployed a person to perform or engage in a practice prohibited
under RCW 18.16.060 wthout that person first obtaining, and
mai ntai ning in good standing, the license required by this chapter, the
director nust inpose applicable penalties under this chapter and
chapter 18.235 RCW including an initial fine of not |ess than one
t housand dollars for each person who the salon/shop or nobile unit
hires or enploys to engage in unlicensed practice and, for any repeat
violations, the maximum fine for each person who the salon/shop or
mobil e unit hires or enploys to engage in unlicensed practice.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. RCW 18.16.210 (Violations--Penalties) and
2002 ¢ 111 s 13 & 1984 c 208 s 14 are each repeal ed.
